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E.M.T.  Workshop 

The  EMT  Workshop  at  RTC  is  designed  for 
those  who  work  with  ambulance  services,  such 
as  the  Richmond  County  Ambulance  Service  and 
the  Richmond  County  Rescue  Squads.  Emer- 
gency Medical  Technicians  must  be  able  to  carry 
on  many  duties  in  their  field  of  work.  They  must 
be  excellent  drivers  in  order  to  transport 
patients  from  one  location  to  another.  They  have 
to  have  a  large  medical  knowledge  to  take  care 
of  certain  emergencies  that  can 't  wait,  such  as 
delivering  a  baby  or  reviving  a  heart  attack 
victim.  They  also  must  have  a  lot  of  willpower 
and  care  for  people  in  order  to  be  ready  for  any 
emergency,  not  knowing  what  to  expect  when 
they  arrive  at  their  destination.  The  EMT 
Workshop  helps  train  the  technicians  to  carry 
out  their  dutes  in  a  calm  and  efficient  way,  thus 
saving  many  lives  and  keeping  down  confusion. 
Anyone  who  has  had  to  call  on  an  EMT  for  help 
would  have  to  agree  that  they  are  people  who  are 
talented,  warm-hearted,  and  generous.
